The neceſſity of mercurial frictions once 
allowed, we ſhall advance as a principle 
founded upon uncontrovertible experience.

fon a vent to the 1 operating upon 
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the veſſels, or by ſtopping the courſe before 
the patient has been-a ſuFcient' time in it, 
may make our endeavours for a cute, abor- 
tive.

We ewe. it to Mr. Chycoineau, who died 
firſt Phyfician to the king, and gave the firſt 
hints of it id a Theſis he defended in the 
Schools at Montpellier in 1718.

A Gentleman, belonging to a foreign court, had 
been afflifted in his younger days with many inve- 
terate venereal complaints, which had been treated 
With palliative remedies only. A celebrated pro- 
feffor, to whom the gentleman applied during his 
ſtay in Holland, thought he could radically cute 
him by the uſe of ſimple mercurial pills, panaceas, 
and other remedies of the kind; which ſerved only 
to render his ſituation more deplorable.

When the fever was abated, I was much alarmed

little allum. Tis true, it returned four times in 
eight days, but was at laft entirely ſtopped by the

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The three preceding Obſervations, to which

_ aromatic plants in wine. I kept the ſcrotum ſup- 
ported with a proper bandage, which came round. 
the body and over the ſhoulders. After the opera- 
tion, the patient for two months continued better; 
but endeavouring one day to lift a ſack of corn, 
he felt conſiderable pain near the upper part-of his.

Lare, 
the quantity during the night conſiderably encreaſed, 
J left the canula ſtill remaining io... I deſired him 
not to take it out without letting me know, and 
let me hear from him in eight days. Accordingly 
I was informed, that there had been a prodigious 


celle, I perceived, that after the value of a glaſs and 
a half of water was come away, ſome blood came 
through the canula : It was of a florid colour, as it 
came from ſome veſſel opened by the inſtrument.— 
Mr. Petit adviſes in this cafe to open the. ſcrotum, io 

diſcover from whence the blood proceeds; but before 
I had gecoue ſe to that, I endeavoured to ſtop the he- 
morrhage by gentler means. To effect this, I made 
uſe of a mixture of vinegar and the extract of Saturn, 
in which I dipped compreſſes, and covered the whole 
ſcrotum, determined ro lay it open, had the hemor- 
rhage encreaſed ; but it was unneceliary to prozecd to 


| the operation. 
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diſcharge of fetid matter, of a much greater eon 
ſiſteney than the former; it. was likewiſe full of:

The cure I have juſt mentioned was per- 
formed about ſive - and - twenty years ago, 
and I believe is without example in its kind, 
It is well known by many of the Faculty;

Experience ſhews, that venereal diſcharges 


don't always yield to medicines, however 


properly adminiſtered, Patients are often 
expoſed, aſter the moſt regular treatment, 
to an involuntary emiſſion of the ſeminal 
liquor, Which no art can put a ſtop to. 


This is what we call an habitual gonorrhæa. 


Mr. Afruc divides it into two kinds; in one 
the diſcharge is continual, which no regimen 
can check; in the other the diſcharge is only 
temporary, as in time of erection, when the 


body is bound, at which time the reſervoirs 


of this liquor ſuffer a great degree of com- 
preſſion. Each of theſe complaints has a 


different ſource. The firſt ſeems to proceed 


from the openings of the execretory ducts, 
which are conſiderably enlarged by the virus 
having deſtroyed their borders. The ſe- 
cond proceeds from the elaſticity being de- 
ſtroyed, both of the fibres which compoſe 


the ſides of the ſeminal veſſels, and of 
thoſe which ſurround them. Mr. Daran 
bas taken a great deal of pains to prove

the laſt not, to be the cauſe of habitual 
SGonorrhæas; which he aſcribes ſolely to 
one or more ulcers, not properly healed; 
but the arguments he brings, do not ap 
. pear, quite ſatis factory. He pretends, that 


the diſorder of the Urethra here meant, 


has been attributed only te a relaxation of 
the veſſels, becauſe the general ſuccels of the 
uſual remedies could be accounted; for on 
this ſuppoſition only. He, adds, i that as an 
efficacious remedy, has ſince been diſcoyered, 
the diſeaſe ſhould be no longer looked upon 
to proceed from a relaxation of the veſſels. 
I am of opinion, that Mr. Daran will have 
ſome difficulty to convince the world of his 
ſolidity ia argumentation on the ſubject. 
The only reaſon which induced the maſters 
of the art to look upon a Gonorrhæa as 
Proceeding from a relaxation of the veſſelß, 
was their inability in general to pũt a ſtop 
to it. Beſides, may not the remedy pre- 
ſcribed by him reſtore them to their natural 
tone, and put a ſtop to the diſcharge, Teal 
brought on by relaxation? May it not he 
done, I ſay, by ſtimulating the ſides of. the 
_ veſſels to which it is applied, and by diſper]- 
ing the inſpiſſated juices ſettled therein? 
If fo, Mr. Daran's concluſion muſt be falſe. 
Beſides, is it probable that a diſcharge, at- 
tended with no pain, which is proof againſt 
the moſt regular treatment, and which has 
made many of the external ulcers diſappears -

the urethra, without diminiſhing its ſize, 
and conſequently retard the urinary dif- 
charge; though we never find this hap- 


pen: for which reaſon it is natural for us 


to think of this diſorder with thoſe of ſupe- 
rior penetration and experience, who have 
written upon it, e | 
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If perchance, out of the number of ve- 
nereal patients we inſpect, any are troubled 
with a very profuſe diſcharge, I make no 
difficulty, after the proper frictions, to inject 
alittle of the vegeto- mineral water warm. 
The particular reſolving and deterſive quality 
of this remedy makes me prefer it to all 
others, either for the cure of ulcers of the 
urethra not yet conſolidated, or for the 
re-eſtabliſhing the 8 tone of the veſſels, 
by cauſing the inſpiſſated juices to return 
into the courſe of circulation. I have thus 
ſucceeded in the cure of many Gonorrhæas, 
of a very old ſtanding; but when this fails

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The following is my method of applyin 

them : I begin by the Gmple ones, 2 * 

- of irritating too much the canal of the ure- 
thra, naturally endowed with a great de- 
ree of ſenſibility. When theſe have been 
applied for three or four days, the compoſed 
ones may be very well made uſe of, for an 
hour morning and night. Theſe are to be con- 
tinued for four or five days, after which it is 
proper to adminiſter the mineral waters for 
three ſueceſſive mornings, I prefer upon this 
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occaſion, thoſe of Vals or Camaretz to 
any others. After the uſe of the waters for 
the three days, I return again to the uſe of 
the candles, which I preſcribe alternatively 
wich the waters for twelve days. In this- 
time a gleet is generally ſtopped; but if 
not, recourſe may be again had to the can- 
dles, and injections of the. vegeto-mineral 
water into the urethra made uſe of inſtead 
of the mineral ones. The good effects I 
have ſeen from it, when given internally 
for incontinencies of urine *, ſufficiently in- 
duce me to recommend its uſe internally for 
inveterate Venereal Gleets .

In the year 1758, I attended a patientcome from 
Italy, who had been afflited with a, Venereal 
Geet for fifteen or eighteen months, without be- 
ing able to find a cure. © His conſtitution muſt 
have been a very good one, not to have been im- 
patred by the various remedies he had made uſe of; 
ſuch as anti- venereal ptiſans, aſtringents, abſor- 
bents, and various anti-venereal and hydr 
medicines. He was the more afflicted with his ſitua- 
tion, as he was not in a condition to marry. He de- 
termined at laſt to put himſelf under my care. 
I thought proper to put him into à courſe of mer- 
cury. After having prepared him well, I ordered 
him to take the Camaretz waters for ſix days, and 
the other ſtix.days to make uſg of my medicated 
candles. By following this method, he was perfectly 
cured of a Gonorrhza in ſix weeks time, which 
might otherwiſe probably have continued the re- 
mainder of his life.

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rous, as his works are in the hands of moſt 
young ſtudents, looks upon the reſolutive 
method not to be much depended upon ; 
whereas he entirely depends .upon ſuppura- 
tion, ſaying, that by this means the venereal 
virus is thoroughly evacuated *, He gives it 
as his opinion, notwithſtanding, in ſome fol- 
lowing pages, that mercurials ' ſhould be 
adminttered the whole time in ſmall-quan- 
tities : upon which I muſt cake the liberty 
to: rematk,. firſt, ' that this author by his 
preſcription, by no means appears con- 
ſiſtent, after aſſerting that ſuppuration is 
ſufficient to carry off the infection; and ſe - 
condly, that no one can be ignorant in theſe 
days how little mercurials are to be de- 
pended upon, when taken inwardly only; 
being daily taught by experience, that a 
proper application of it by friction is the 
only method of cure to be depended on.

They may be reduced to four, ſorts. The 
firſt comprehends ſuch as are fimple, which 
is no more than a tumefaction of the glands _ 
of the groin, with little or no pain: The 
ſecond are ſuch as are called phlegmonous, 
having the attributes and nature of a phleg- 
mon: the third comprehends thoſe of a 
ſchirrhous kind; and the fourth, bubos of a 
bad kind, which we may properly call ma- 
lignant.

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Before we quit the ſubject, which is no 
leſs intereſting than entertaining, we ſhall 
make ſome few remarks. It is no new thin 
to ſee abſceſſes, though entirely formed, diſ- 
perſe, and the matter thrown again back 
upon the blood. Many sre the examples, 
ſome of which Mr. Queſnay has taken no- 
tice of in his Treatiſe on Suppuration . It 
likewiſe has happened, that a well formed 
abſceſs has been diſperſed by perſpiration. 
Some practitioners, ſays Mr. Queſnay, have 
remarked, that they have ſeen abſceſſes, tho? 
well formed, difcharge themſelves through 
the pores of the ſkin, though at the ſame 
time the matter was ſo thin, that it had no 
appearance of pus. But ſuch caſes, accord- 
ing to Mr. Queſnay's own account, are very 
rare; whereas the like effects produced by 
our remedy are common, and, I may ſay, 
daily ones. This tranſudation. of the pu- 
rulent matter is not an object of curioſity 
only; it often ſaves the patient from cruel 
operations, and heals the wound in a ſhort 
time, which is not the caſe in the common 
methad of proceeding.

Thus by our method of practice it is vi- 
ſible, that patients are often preſerved from 
the cruel pains of operations, without any. * 
other inconvenience ſupervening. I am not 
_ clear that ſo much may be ſaid in favor of 
Mr. De La Peyronie's method of practice on 
the like occaſion. Not long ago, ſays Mr. 
Queſnay, a very particular caſe fell in my way. 
Mr. De La Peyronie ordered a patient in a- 
venereal complaint to undergo a courſe of 
mercury.

VERY-ONE knows what is meant by 
Venereal Chancres : They are ſmall, 
round, obſtinate ulcers, more or leſs deep, 
generally callous, whoſe bottom is full of a 
whitiſh or livid mucus, which generally at- 
tacks the ſurface of the gland, or the in- 
terior of the prepuce. Such as are near the 
frænum are the moſt malignant in their na- 
ture, and ſometimes penetrate as far as the 
urethra, Mr. Aſtruc ſays *, that thoſe of 
the prepuce are generally more obſtinate than 
thoſe of the gland, on account of the great 
ſenſibility of the part affected; but I doubt 
much, whether the prepuce is more ſenſible, 
or even lo much. ſo as the gland.

This ulcer 
brought on an. inflammation, which gave riſe to 
a phymoſis, and afterwards paraphymoſis, by the 
patient violently forcing back the prepuce. This 
Cauſed an inflammation and firangulation of the 
part. In theſe circumſtances, an able phyſician, 
who attended the patient, adviſed him to End for 
me. As the circumſtances were alarming, I im- 
mediately had recourſe to my uſual remedies, and 
began to prepare the patient for mercurial frictions 
by the uſe of domeſtic baths ; but we were ſoon 
obliged to lay them aſide, and have immediate re- 
courſe to the frictions, to put a ſtop to the evil 
which threatened the corpora cavernoſa, which 
were become much ſwelled and very hard.

We hkewife learn from Mr. Aſtruc, 
that the ſuperſtitious regard paid to Galen 
and Hippocrates by ſome phy ſieians of the 
ſixteenth century, deterred tbem from trying 
mercury in venereal complaints ; for thefe 
phyſicians having ſhaken off the yoke of the 
Arabians, to ſubmit again to that of the 
Greeks, condemned, moſt of them — * | 
citly, alF-the opinions of the former, and at 
the fame time ſwallowed no leſs greedily 
every opinion of the latter. | 
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Now, if mercury has been lvoked upon as 
a poiſon for two thouſand years, becauſe 
ſuch was the opiniowof Hippocrates and Ga- 
len, need we be ſurpriſed that lead has met 
with enemies who have oppoſed it in every 
ſhape that prejudice could invent? I dont 
pretend to deny, that many books are full of

6. WIT EHOUI ſome knowledgwref ile 
tomy, it will be abſolutely impoſſible to form 
Juſt and diſtinct ideas of the nature of theſe 
Carnoſities. From anatomy we learn, that the 
thickneſs of the urethra, almoſt from one end 
to the other ĩs formed by a ſpungy ſubſtance; 
chat is, 'by theconmuiryof: numberleſs _ 
ce 
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tells communicating with one another; that _ 
this ſpungy ſubſtance is lodged between two - 

membranes, one of which forms the convexity, 
the other the concavity, of the urethra; that 
this concavity is lined with a thin membrane, 
very ſuſceptible of extenſion; that the firſt 
part of the 'urethra is merely membranous; 
and apparently a continuation of the coats of 
the bladder; that it ſinks into niches all. 
along the upper ſurface of the proſtate, to 
which it is cloſely joined and adheres; 
that from the bottom of the cavity of the 
urinary tube in this part; there ariſes an 
eminence, called verumontanum; that the 
urethra, in ſtretching itſelf out, forms a ſecond 
eminence, which Cowper calls the bulb of the 
urethra ; that the ſpungy ſubſtance, when it 
ſeparates from the bulb grows thinner, and 
entirely environs the urinary tube, which 
it accompanies to the gland where this fame 
fpungy fubſtance becomes much larger; 
that the little cells, the aſſemblage of which 
forms the ſpungy ſubſtance, always contain a 


larger, or a ſmaller quantity of blood; laſtly, 


that as theſe cells are inflated, the diſtenſion 
of the membranes of the urethra, and par- 
ticularly of that which lines the infide of that 


tube, becomes more conſiderableQ. . 


7. We muſt ſuppoſe,” that, in a healthy 


ſtate, the action of the:ſpungy ſubſtance of 
the urethra on the membrane that lines 0

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10. This method of accounting for theſe 
carnoſities muſt, in my opinion, appear very 


natural to any one who reflects on the fine 
texture of the membrane which lines the in- 
ſide of the urethraz on the want of a fixed 
point of ſupport on the ſide of the cavity of 


it; on the multiplicity of cauſes which may 


weaken its fibres, ſuch as ſcars, or old ulcers 
and on the facility with which the ſpungy 


| ſubſtance is unfolded and dilated : But theſe 


obſervations are ſupported by ſuch proofs, as 


| ſeem to convey as much evidence as can be 
obtained in a caſe which does not admit of 


the teſtimony of our ſenſes. fn 
11. If we conſider the firſt cauſes of carnoſi- 
ties in the urethra, we ſhall find that they are, 
generally ſpeaking, occaſioned by obſtinate 
venereal gleets, or by a method of cure which 
confines the virulent matter, which it is the 
firſt care of an able practitioner to expel. Ia 
ſuch circumſtances, is it poſſible that the 
interior membrane of the urethra, ſo ex- 
tremely thin and delicate in its texture, 
ſhould be ulcerated, ſprinkled, wetted, and 
penetrated, for a conſiderable time, with a 


ſharp, virulent, putrid liquor, making a con- 
tinual impreſſion on the ſurrounding fibres, 


without affecting and weakening the parts, 
eſpecially where the morbid matter has 
been confined? In theſe parts, the little cells 
of the ſpungy ſubſtance, finding but little 
reſjſtance to their expanſion, will make theig

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way into the cavity of the urethra, and, by- 
dilating ſome-part of the interior membrane, 
will form little membranous receptacles, 
which vill be filled with a ſpungy ſubſtance; 
while the convexity ſinks more or leſs into 
the cavity of the tube. This appears to me: 
to be the moſt plauſible, as well as the leaſt- 
ſyſtematical account that can be given of- 
venereal carnoſities. ö 
12. Prior to the diſcovery of the medicated” 
candles, a ſpecific remedy which we ſhall 
hereafrer deſcribe, the moſt effectual method 
in uſe was the introduction of leaden probes 
into the urethra, This method was often- 
attended with happy effects, and gave eaſe- 
to the patient: But the cure was only pal. 
liative; the ſy mptoms ſoon returned, and the 
robes never effected a radical cure. How did 
tcheſe probes mitigate the ſymptoms, and for a- 
time procure a freer diſcharge of urine ?* 
Theſe effects mult be aſcribed to the weight 
of metal, which, preſſing on the carnoſities, 
Aatrened and reduced their bulk. There-- 
fore, theſe tumors muſt be of ſuch a nature 
as to yield to the preſſure of lead; a quality 
very obſervable in ſpungy carnoſities. What 
in reality can be more natural, than to ſuppoſe: 
that ſpungy globules, covered with a thin 
membrane, ſhould eafily yield under the 
preſſure of a heavy metal like lead?” Thus 
we may eaſily explain all the phænomena 
which accompanied the method of cure by 
* = ptobes, 
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probes, and accounit for the ſudden removal 
of the ſymptoms with which carnoſities are

13. The conſtant return of the complaint 
obſerved by practitioners on intermitting the 
uſe of leaden probes, affords a demonſtrable 
proof of the exiſtence of ſpungy carnoſities. 
They had yielded to the preſſure of the lead; 
the little ſpungy cells had retired into their 
natural ſituations the membrane that covered 
them was ſunk; the probe, repeatedly ap- 
plied and held in the urinary paſſage, had 
effectually compreſſed the remains of ear. 
noſities pow removed ; a little preſent eaſe 
made the patient happy in the aſſurance of 
a radical cure; but was the leaſt exceſs a 


con\oghenes of this fond: afſurance?? Did ac- 


cidentalr cauſes contribute to the- rarefaction 
of the blood, accelerate the velocity of its 


motion, towards the ſpungy ſubſtance'of the 


urethra, or increaſe its volume? From that 


moment the little cells were dilated, and 


forced the weak membrane into the cavity 
of the tube, entered the urethra again with 
it, and reproduced the carnoſities. Such 
is the courſe: of natural cauſes, which it is 
nor. eaſyito mit. 
14. Dead bodies give us a farther proof, 
that carnoſities are really ſpungy. Having 
inſpected the urethra of perſons who to the 
day of their death had been troubled with 
carnoſities, I was ſurprized not to find the 
leaſt remains of tumor or obſtruction in the 
e paſſage, 
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paſſage, which could have given occaſion to 
the ſymptoms I had oblerved, However, 
one moment's reflection was ſufficient to re- 
move my ſurpriae. It was very evident, that, 
while the patient was alive, the blood, con- 
tinually impelled tawards the ſpungy ſub- 
ſtance of the urethra, entered the little cells 
which formed the internal ſubſtance of the 
carnoſities, more or leſs diſtended; whereas, 
at the approach of death, the circulation 
decreaſing gradually, and the vital powers 
which gave motion to the fluids be ing weak- 
ened, the little cells were naturally emptied, 
ſunk by cheir own, weight, and returned into 


their original ficvation, This diſappearance 
of the carnoſities can only happen; where the 


tumor is quite treſh, or, at leaſt, not of a very 
long duration; as in this laſt caſe it is natural 
to ſuppoſe, that the humour gathered into 
the little cells of the carnoſities grows thick 
and hard, and cannot eaſily be diſſolved. 
15. The reaſaas | have aſſigned as the 
grounds of my opinion on the formation of 
ſpungy carnoſities in the urethra, overthrow 
the ſyſtem of thoſe who rank in the claſs of 
carnoſities, ſchirrhous glands of the urethra, 
hardened ſcars, and callous borders of 
ulcers in the parts. Theſe are certainly ob- 
ſtructions formed in the urethra; but there 
is, as we ſhall ſee hereafter, an eſſential. dif- 
ference between them and the ſpungy car- 
noſities of which we are now treating. I 


haſten to a more intereſting detail. 
16. Every 
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16. Every practitioner muſt have obſerved 
frequent variations in the volume of car- 
nolities in the urethra. They are ſometimes 
extremely ſinall, ſometimes of a moderate 
ſize, and at other times ſo very large that 
they entirely obſtruct the paſſage. This dif- 
ference of ſize is owing to the greater or leſs 
quantity of ſpungy ſubſtance that enters it. 
la a pamphlet I publiſhed in 1746, I quoted 
an Obſervation ſo ſingular, that it would 
ſcarce have obtained any credit, if I had not 
received it from an author whole candor and 
abilities had placed him out of the reach of 
ſuſpicion. This Obſervation contained an ac- 
count of a carnoſity, which, according to Mr, 
Fitzgerald, Profeſſor of Phyſie, and Member 
of the Royal Academy of Sciences, ſometimes 
ſtretched to ſuch a length that it appeared 
out of the urethra. When this happened, the 
patient uſed to cut it off. If ſuch an excreſ- 
cence in the urethra can be called a carnolity, 
it was at leaſt of a very ſingular ſpecies, _ 
17. Sometimes a ſingle carnoſity obſtructs 
the urethra; at other times ſeveral cancur tao 
produce this effect: I have ſeen patients in 
whom the whole paſſage was crowded. with 
them, Where there are many, they either 
are ſet very thick, and heaped together, or 
they form a line at ſome diſtance trom each 
other. rae ons i 
18. Though ſpungy carnoſities may ariſe 
indiſcriminately in any part of the urinary 
paſſage, experience has convinced me — 
2 1 8 they 
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are generally ſrated in the foſſa navicularis, 
towards the lower end of the bulb of che 
urethra, near the verumontanum. Tam not 
quite clear in an opinion I formerly advanced, 
that this kind of carnoſtties is ſometimes 
found in the membranous part of the urethra 
which lies along the proftate gland. Some 
reaſons incline me to think differently, and 

to attribute the obſtructions ſometimes formed 
in this firſt part of the urethra to other cauſes. 
Theſe reaſons ſhall have a neck in the courſe | 
of — Freatiſe. 

Some carnoſities are recent, and ſome 
of longer ſtanding. The firſt are owing 
to an inflation of the ſpungy ſubſtance forced 
with its membranous cover into the cavity of 
the urethra. They are ſoft, flexible, and 
ſuſceptible of reſolution; ' Phe others are 
more or leſs hard, callous; and, if capable of 
refolution, it will be attended with the greateſt 
gifficulty. The blood contained in the ſpungy 
ſubſtance of recent carnofities is ſtill in a 
ſtate of fluidity, and the little membranes, of 
which they are compoſed, are nearly as ſupple 
as ever. On the other hand, in carnoſities 
of a longer date, the blood is thickened, fixed, 
and hardened; the ſolid parts adhere firmly, 
are dried, and have loſt their flexibility.

21. The venereal virus is certainly his 
moſt common cauſe of carnoſities in the 
urethra. ,They often follow claps of a bad 
ſort, ſtubborg, e ill treated, or ulcers 
of that paſſage. They ſometimes do not 
appear till ſeveral. years after the venereal 
gleet; at others, they follow much ſooner. 
Jhey ſometimes accompany the venereal 
diſeaſe, and they mult both be treated at the:

22. We muſt not F coanhude, that. 
the cauſes of obſtructions inthe urechra are al- 
ways venereal : Such a concluſion can only be 
_ dictated by ignorance, prejudice, or the love 
of ſordid lucre. It is an humbling conſi- 
deration, that, in a profeſſion deſigned for 
the relief and benefit of the human ſpecies, 
there ſhould be found men, who, to promote 
their little ſelfiſh ends, are not aſhamed to 
add imaginary diſeaſes to the long liſt of real 
evils. Happily for mankind, the number - 
of theſe wretches is not great. But to return 
to my ſubject. I have often been called ro 
patients who were troubled with carnoſities 
in the urethra, though they had never had 
the venereal diſeaſe; and, indeed, nothing 
more is required to produce them, than a 
reſiſtance of any part of the internal mem-

23. The internal application of a medi- 
cared candle to the urethra is the true method 
to aſcertain the exiſtence of carnoſities. Their 
number, ſize, and ſituation, may be exactly 
known by this application. The practitioner 
will be able to diſcover their cauſes by at- 
tending to the account the patient gives him, 
and by informing himſelf whether he ever 
had, or now has, any degree of the venereal 
diſeaſe upon him. As to the effects, it is 
eaſy to conc)ude, that the urinary paſſage can- 
not be contracted by carnoſities, without bring- 
ing on ſymptoms proportionably violent. 
The patient is often troubled with a great 
difficulty in making water, accompanied 
with a burning heat and ſharp pains. His 
urine is muddy, red, bloody, thick, and fre- 
quently depoſirs a ſediment, which may eafily 
be miſtaken for purulent matter; the bladder 
contains a mucus, which the patient cannot 
get rid of without as many efforts. as if he 
had the ſtone. He is ſometimes troubled 
with a continual inclination to make water, 
while a few drops only come from him. A 
loſs of the retentive faculty is generally the 
conſequence of obſtructions ſeated near the 
neck of the bladder. Theſe patients, after 
making water, frequently let fall ſome drops 
which ſpoil the linen; and this is always 'the 
cafe when more carnofities than one are placed 
at a certain diſtancefromcachother. - Some-

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times the urine, carried beyond the ſphincter

One conſequence of carnoſities is a total ſup-

In this caſe, 
death is quite inevitable; as the urine can- 
not paſs through the common excretory 


duct, lodges in the cavity of the bladder, 


accumulates, dilates the ſides, acquires a 
violent degree of ſharpneſs, irritates and 
wounds the internal membrane, and cauſes 
an inflammation, which muſt ſoon end in a 
mortificaion. To all this muſt be added, 
the reflux of the urine into the maſs of blood,
